One of the bctisrs was desipned for soal firingc, 
the other two presumably for sas firine, the fas to be supplied by 
the coking plant located to the north. “he coal boiler “as put 
in operation in late 1948; the other two boilers vere sched.led 
to be put into operation in early 1949. It wes kot known 

whether ths fixed time target vas met. The plant has numerous 
spur tracks (see nnex)..
